The Arizona Department of Housing (ADOH) is
a cabinet-level agency created in 2002 by the
State legislature to serve as the State’s primary
agency to address housing issues. Primarily
funded through Federal resources and fees, the
agency administers and allocates housing and
community development resources, serves as
the state Public Housing Authority and
Performance-Based Contract Administrator,
and regulates Arizona’s manutactured housing
and building industry.

When adequately housed, individuals, families, and
communities flourish; without adequate housing,
every aspect of life suffers as a result, including
health, education, and the entire weltare of the
community.

homelessness services. The Department primarily acts
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as a funding and financing pass-through agency, with . SToRRRER AP
community partners providing the bulk of the TNt e AR MR SR R I A
hands-on assistance in actually delivering the

programs and resources entrusted to the agency.
